CONFERRING OF VARIOUS HONORS. 


The anticipated gift of a. gymnasium to 
the University of Chicago was announced 
by President Harper at the convocation in 
the Studebaker Theater yesterday. The 
@onor is A. C. Bartlett, one of the trustees 
of the university, who gives $125,000 for this 
purpose. The gymnasium will be erected as 
a memorial to Mr. Bartlett’s son, Frank, 
who died on July 15, and the work of build- 
Ing will begin within a year. . q 

The Rev. Dr. George C. Lorimer of Tre- 
mont Temple, Boston, delivered the convoca- 
tion address on ‘“ Race Problems in thej 
Light of Education.”” The dominant note of 
the address, was anti-expansion. He main- 
tained that the races generally considered 
inferior should be left to govern themselves, 
while at the same time being educated grad- 
tially by the white nations to a higher plane 
of civilization. He said civilization needs 
civilizing before it can be applied to bar- 


barous peoples.

The new gymnasium will be built in ac- 
cordance with a plan prepared some time 
ego. It will be in reality two gymnasiums, 


. One for physical culture and the other for 


athletics, the two to be connected by a small 
tower and passageway. The structure will 


.be located in Lexington avenue, between 


Fifty-sixth and Fifty-seventh street, on 
ground now in Marshall Field. Each of the 
main divisions of the building will be 200 
feet by 80, and the connecting tower will be 
forty feet wide. The entire structure will 
cost not less than $350,000, but at present only 
half of it will be built. 

Later a gymnasium and clubhouse for 
Women will be built on the campus near the 
women’s dormitories. .

CAUGHT IN ACT. 


Policeman Shanahan Fatally 
Wounds Daniel Cronin, 
Robbing Flat, 6347 
Ingleside Ave. 


INJURED MAN CONFESSES. 


Mrs. David H. Jones, 156 Win- 
chester Avenue, Catches 
Marauder-in Clothes 


Daniel Cronin fell before the revolver of 
Patrolman Patrick Shanahan last night a 
few minutes after he left the apartment 
building at 6347 Ingleside avenue. He was 
carrying a small bundle of plunder he had 
gathered in the flat occupied by Harry G. 
Chase, manager of the Nickel Plate elevator. 

When taken to the Englewood Union Hos- 
pital the physicians discovered that Cronin 
had been shot twice, one bullet taking effect 
in the back to the left of the spinal column 
and“the other inflicting a flesh wound under 
his ‘right arm. Efforts to locate the bullet 
near the spine were unsuccessful and the 
man’s condition was pronounced critical. 

At midnight Cronin confessed before a 
notary public that he had forced his way into 
the Chase apartments during the absence 
of the occupants for the purpose of robbing 
the place; that he resided at 3203 La Salle 
street with his parents; that he was 28 years 
old; and that he wasa gambler. His brother 
and sister were at his bedside at 2 o'clock 
this morning, while his mother, who con- 
ducts a small store at her residence, re- 
mained at home waiting to hear the worst 
from the hospital. 


Discovered by the Janitor. 
Cronin was discovered in the Chase flat at 


reassuring himself that the visitor was a 
burglar the janitor called a boy and sent him 
in search of a policeman. The boy found 
Sergeant Brown and Patrolman Shanahan 
at Sixty-third street and Cottage Grove 
avenue. A few minutes later the police- 
men were at the building, the sergeant at the 
front entrance and the patrolman at the 
rear. . 

Patrolman Shanahan scarcely had reached 
his post when Cronin came outrunning. He 
was ordered to halt, but he continued run- 
ning. Shanahan repeated the order and then 


fired at the fugitive. Cronin fell, but Jumped 


quickly to his feet and continued running. 
Again Shanahan fired and again Cronin fell, 
this time making no attempt to arise. _, 
few moments later the two pol had 
him under arrest. 


Tools Found in His Possession. 

Cronin was taken to Dewey’s drug store 
at Sixty-third street and Ingleside avenue, 
his condition showing that he was badly 
hurt. A hasty examination was made while 
the ambulance was summoned. A set of 
burglar tools was found in Cronin’s pockets, 
besides a silk handkerchief in which were 
wrapped a gold watch and chain, $4 in bills, 


bill bearing the mame and address of the 
burglar’s mother. 

After being taken to the hospital Cronin 
was told that he could not Hve long. He 
answered that it would make little dif- 
ference to him or the world, and that he 
Was ready to tell all about the shooting. 


Cronin an Old Offender. 
Sergeant Brown recognized in Cronin an 
old offender, who recently was released from 
the penitentiary, where he was sent for 
burglary. His picture is in the gallery at 

the Harrison Street Police Station. 


Woman Traps Marauder in Closet. 

Leonard McRip, another burglar, was more 
fortunate in that he escaped being shot. In- 
stead of shooting him Mrs. Davis H. Jones, 
156 Winchester avenue, locked him in a 
clothes press and kept him there until Pa- 
trolman Edward Flavin of the West Lake 
Street Station came and placed him under 
arrest. Mr. and Mrs. Jones returned home 
about 8 o’clock and saw from the hallway a 
man armed with a revolver moving about 
in the house. They watched him until he 
entered a clothes closet and then Mrs. Jones 
darted into the room and slammed the door 
shut and locked it. Her husband ran fora 
policeman. 

While Mr. Jones was absent Mrs. Jones 
listened to the threats of the 
burglar and smiled. He threatened to shoot 
her through the door and to set fire to the 
clothes in the closet, but Mrs. Jones retained 
her composure until the policeman arrived. 
The policeman knocked McRip down and 
took two big revolvers away from him. Mc- 
Rip said he was driven to burglary by hun- 


ger. 
Woman Beaten by a Thief. 

Mrs. H. Smith, 846 West Madison street, 
informed the police at the Desplaines Street 
Station during the day that she had been 
robbed in her home on the evening of Sept.

A moment later Calvin and Tom 
Howard entered the room and met the Jones 
brothers face to face. In -an instant re- 
volvers were drawn by the four men and 
thirty shots were fired. Charles Jones was 
killed, Joshua Jones and Calvin Howard 
were mortally wounded, and Tom Howard, 
the only one of the quartet left on his feet, 
had a number of bullet wounds in his body. 

Two years ago Tom Howard married a 
member of the McGee family. A few days

Hatch & Foote, in Business 
Street Since 1867, Makes an

Current Prices of the Stock—Firm’s 
Downfall Caused by Secret Specula- 
tion | ia Stocks by the Junior Partner 
on His Own Account. 


New York, Sept. 18. — [Special.} — wali 
street ved a genuine surprise today 
when the announcement was made from 
the rostrum of the Stock Exchange that 
the old established firm of Hatch & 
Foote, bankers and brokers, at 3 Nassau 
street, had made an assignment to 5B. Ellery 
Anderson. Daniel B. Hatch, the gray- 
haired, senior member of the firm, made a 
statement which caused even greater sur- 
prise than the failure of the firm. 

“Our failure is due to the fact that Mr. 
Foote has been speculating for his own ac- 
count and has lost $200,000 of the firm’s 
money. I may be penniless. - 

* Our Habilities we roughly figure at $2,000,- 


000 and our assets at over $2,000,000 at cur- 


rent prices of stocks. 

“Mr. Foote, my partner, is insane at his 
country home, Oceanic, N. J. He has been 
ill for three weeks. His illness is due un- 


doubtedly to the strain upon him during the 


four years he was speculating in secret. 


Speculation Kept Secret. | 

“From what we can gather now he has 
been carrying on his speculation for several 
years. He did it in the name of our custom- 
ers. As he had full charge of the accounts 
he could easily do this without being de- 
tected. He speculated in a great many 
stocks, but his favorite was Sugar.” 

The assignee, Mr. Anderson, said this after- 
noon that he believed he could get ready a 
statement of the firm’s conditign within a 
few days and that its liabilities would hardly 
exceed $1,800,000, generally secured. 

The firm in its early years did a large busi 
ness, 4 was carried down in the Grant 
and Ward panic of 1884, and since its re, 
sumption has not been in any way prominent 
in Wall street affairs. 


In Business Thirty Years, 
Both Mr. Hatch and Mr. Foote were clerks 


in the old investment house of Fisk & Hatch 


thirty years ago. In 1867 they formed a 
partnership, but not until three years later 


did they become a Stock Exchange house.

HIS SEAT IN COUNCIL 
BY INJUNCTION WRIT. 


Evan Alderman Secures Order of 
Judge Chetlain Restraining Mayor 
Bates from Interfering with Official 


Duties. 


Shortly before the adjournment of court 
yesterday Judge Chetlain issued an in- 
junction restraining Mayor Thomas Bates 
and the City Council of Evanston from in- 
terfering with Alderman James Carroll in 
the performance of any of his duties as an 
Evanston Alderman. 

The bill has for its basis the allegation 
that the motion for his expulsion from the 
City Council did not receive sufficient votes 
to ma it legal; that the action was af- 
firmed by only eight out of the fourteen 
Alderman, when there should have been to 
make the action effective at least tqn affirm- 
ative votes to constitute the requisite two- 
thirds vote. 

The expulsion of Alderman Carroll, who 
was accused of giving away beer to the 
voters at the spring election, was to have 
taken effect at last night's meeting of the 
Cofincil, at which copies of the writ were 
served on Mayor Bates and the Aldermen. 
Mayor Bates made a brief address in regard 
to the injunction, stating that nothing could 
be done but submit to the order of the court 
and recognize Alderman Carroll. 

“I don’t think there is any question that 
ngs to dissolve this injunction wiil

“I intend to fight this matter through to 
the wad" said Alderman Carroll. ‘* Nearly 
every yoter in the Fifth Ward is back of, 
me.

‘COMPANY OUT OF CHICAGO. 


Fearing Litigation, Large Stockheld- 
ers Decide on Transfer ef General 
Offices—New York Selected for Lo- 
cation, Where Better Protection Can 
Be Secured Under.

It is announced that the Diamond Match 
company, on account of the sentiment in 
Illinois against trusts and the attitude of 
the courts towards corporations, has de- 
cided to move its general offices from here to 
New York within six weeks. The question 
of removal has been brought up, according 
to persons well versed on the company’s 
affairs, by the present conditions surround- 
ing the People’s Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany, which is threatened with litigation.

To this number must be added many in 
other lines forced into idleness by the lack 
of coal. The Erie and: Wyoming laid off 76 
per cent of its working force today, every 
coal engine being left cold in its round« 
houge. 

So far no serious clashes have been fé« 
ported, the only outbreaks being unimpor-~ 
tant brawls where little damage was done. 
The miners’ leaders insist on the Iimportanée 
of good order, and no resort to violence as 
the best method of gaining support of the 
public. 

It is doubtful if trainmen or workers in 
the bituminous mines will give more than 
moral aid to the strikers. However, it is

Trust Advances Coal Price, 

The Philadelphia and Reading Coal and 
Iron company today announced an increase 
of 25 cents a ton in the price of all sizes of 
coal. This is taken to presage like action 
by all railroads in the trust, such being the 
regular manner of giving notice of a ge 
change in price by the combine. 

Despite the claims of the operators that 
they have a large number of miners at work, 
the fact cannot be concealed that they are 
straining every point to keep moving and 
that at great expense. This some of them 
cannot continue much longer. In fact, te-< 
morrow the Lehigh Valley will close down 
two more collieries in this district, shagt 
forty and Hazleton No.1. With Vulcan and 
Jeanesville shut down today, it will be seen 
that they are extremely hard pressed. Be- 
sides others, Pardee & Harwood mine will 
close tomorrow, while T. M. Wrighter’s 
Mount Carmel mine and Lost Creek colliertes 
are likely to close also tomorrow. The 
Markles Jeddo mines are’receiving the con- 
centrated attention of organizers and indica- 
‘tions are that they cannot continue much 
longer under the pressure.

Fear of Education in the South. 


Not aggression, but education, was the | 


proper solution of the problem, Dr. Lorimer 
continued. He deprecated the recent reac- 
tion against the education of the negroes 
in the South, saying: 

But may it not be that this reactionary move- 
ment rather expresses a fear of education than 
a serious doubt of its power? We must remem- 
ber, too, that conditions are peculiar in the South 
and in some quarters there exists a not unnatural 
apprehension that negro supremacy may prevail. 

Then the speaker took up the subject of 
methods in the educating of inferior races 
and said: 

If we are anxious to succeed we must be care- 
ful not to press the point of race inferiority too 
far. Sullenness on the one side and supercilious- 
ness on the other will render abortive the most 


commendable and promising enterprises. The race

He is not liked by yellow 
and black skins. He is feared and flattered, but 
he is not liked. Even the blessings he confers do 
not reconcile the weakér tribes to his rule.

FEDERAL JOB FOR UNIONS. 


LABOR MEN SAY HANNA PROM- 
ISES THEM HIS INFLUENCE. 


==, 


Expect to Unionize Work on New Post- 


office Soon—Senator Speaks Guard- 
edly—Frank Buchanan, Vice Presi- 
dent of Building Trades Council and 
.-Head of Structural Iron Workers, 
Calls on Him and Expresses Satis- 
faction at Result. 


As the result of a conference held yesterday 
afternoon between’Senator Hanna and Frank 
Buchanan, Vice President of the Building 
Trades council and President of the Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers, local labor 
leaders are encouraged to believe that the 
unionization of all the work on the new Post- 
office Building is near at hand. 

Senator Hanna, asked about the confer- 
ence, said Buchanan called on him and made 
the statement that promises had been given 
to unionize the job, and that he said if such 
were the case the promise should be kept. 

Mr. Buchanan, speaking of the conference, 
said that from the tenor of the conversation 
he had no- doubt Senator Hanna would inter- 
est himself actively in the matter and he had 
little doubt the desired end would be obtained. 

Mr. Buchanan, who has been laboring zea!- 
ously for twoor three months not on.y to se- 
cure the reinstatement of the members of 
his own union on the job but to unionize all 
the work, if possible, was reluctant at first 
to discuss the result of the conference, fear- 
ing he might speak too soon. He decided 
finatly, however, that no harm could come 
from a statement of what occurred, and 
said: 

‘*T] was told that Senator Hanna had ex- 
pressed a wish to see me and talk over the 
Postoffice situation, and I accordingly called 
upon him at Republican headquarters. He 
questioned me closely regarding ali the de- 
tails of the matter, and sald he had heard a 
good deal about. the subject. I told hima 
promise had been made that the job should 
be unionized, and he said he had heard the 
same thing, and if that was so it should be 
kept, and that he would make it his business 
to gee that this was done. His assurances 
were so strong that I have no doubt it will 
be done. 

* It certainly is a most gratifying thing to 
all union men, as it is something we have 
been trying to bring about for a long time. 
I should aiso like to say Senator Hanne 
treated me with every possib-e courtesy, 
and I confess I found him an entirely differ- 
ent kind of a man than I had supposed him 
to be.

Mayor Appoints Committee to Confer 
with Officers of Northwestern and St.

At the meeting of the Evanston Council 
last evening Mayor Bates appointed Alder- 
men Gooch, Barker, and Patten a committee 
to confer with the officials of the Chicago 
and Northwestern and Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railroads in regard to better 
protection at the crossings within the 
Evanston city limits. Yer 

Alderman Gooch spoke at length in favor 
of having the railroad companies elevate 
their tracks. He said he had received a 
communication from the officials of the 
Northwestern road in which they expressed 


-@ willingness to confer with the Evanston 


Council in regard to elevating their tracks, 
but did not know what arrangements could 
be made with the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul road. Ig his opinion, the tracks of 
both roads would have to be elevated, be- 
cause if the plan was carried out by only 
one road the street crossings on the other 
would become veritable death traps. 
Mayor Bates suggested that a vote be 
taken in regard to the matter at the coming 
election and that separate judges be ap- 
pointed to take charge of the voting at the 
polls. 
Chicago policemen will be stationed today 
at the unguarded grade crossings of the 
Lake Street Elevated railway company at 
Austin. Assistant Corporation Counsel, 
Colin H. Fyffe, who has charge of the in- 
vestigation of the charges made against the 
company, has ‘not completed his report and 


the policemen will guard ti@ crossings at 


the company’s expense until the investiga- 
tion is completed. .The worst crossing on 
the line is at Willow avenue, where hun- 
dreds of school children pass several times 
a day.

TAKE UP RIVER IDEA 


DRAIN AGE COMMISSIONERS WILL 
WORK FOR SEDDON PLAN. > 


Proposed System for Overcoming Both 
Floods and Low Water in the Mis- 
sissippi—Cost Will Be Over $150,- 
000,000, but Engineers Pronounce It 
Feasible and the Best So Far Pro- 
posed—Distribution of Literature on 
Subject the Next Step. 


The Committee on Federal Relations of the 
Drainage board decided yesterday to lend its 
influence to Engineer James A. Seddon’s 
plan for maintaining a deep waterway from 
the mouth of the Illinois River to the Gulf 
of Mexico. This problem has been before 
the government for a long time and has be- 
come; of particular interest to the drainage 
board, as it is necessary to have deep water 
in the Mississippi if the ship canal from Lake 
Michigan is to be of any use. The plan of 
‘Engineer Seddon of the corps of United 
‘States engineers in charge of the Chicago 
district is said to be the most practical ever 
advanced. 


Literature to Be Distributed. 


The part of the drainage board will be to 
distribute literature to commercial men and 
work; up an influence that will command 
the attention of Congress. Trustee Wenter 
and Engineer Randolph were instructed to 
distribute 5,000 copies of a pamphlet descrip- 
tive of the plan. 

Engineer Seddon proposes a system of 
dikes|and reservoirs extending several hun- 
dred miles south of Cairo to store water dur- 
ing the flood times in large reservoirs con- 
structed along the channel. Then during 
the season of low water this stored water 
will be released, thus maintaining the re- 
quired depth in the channel throughout the 
year.| 

A detailed description of the scheme was 
presented at a meeting of the Western So- 
ciety of Engineers last June and met witha 
favorable reception. Several engineers of 
naticnal prominence, it is said, have pro- 
nounced it the best idea advanced thus far 
for the permanent improvement of the Mis- 
sissippi. 

The drainage trustees are deeply interested 
in the plan, as they realize that, in all prob- 
ability, the federal government will never 
undertake to complete the waterway to the 
gulf until some method of making a channel 
in the lower Mississippi and controlling the 
floods is devised. Already the governmen; 
has spent millions of dollars upon engineer- 
ing projects having the solution-of these 
problems in view, but with comparatively 


little success. 
Randolph Favors the Plan. 


Chief Engineer Randolph of the Drainage 
board said that he considered the plan sug- 
gested entirely practicable and the best that 
thus far had been submitted. Engineer Sed- 
don has prepared a memorial to the com- 
mercial world, calling attention to the im- 
portance of the proposed deep waterway 
project and describing his proposed system. 

The total cost of the waterway from Chi- 
cago to the gulf, according to this estimate, 
a distance of 1,600 miles, nowhere less than 
twenty feet deep at all stages, will be be- 
tween $150,000,000 and $200,000,000. . 


POISON FOUND IN STOMACH. 


Deputy Coroner Bach Thinks A. L. Bar- 
nett, Whose Death Was Mysterious, 
May Have Committed Suicide. 


Deputy Coroner Bach held an inquest yes- 
terday on the remains of A. L. Barnett, who 
was reported to the Stock-Yards police last 
Saturday as dying at 4322 Emerald avenue 
under suspicious circumstances. The inquest 
developed the fact that in a post-mortem 
examination traces of poison were found in 
the dead man’s stomach. The absence of 
several witnesses led to a continuance of the 
inquest until today at 10 o’clock. 

Coroner Bach believes that Barnett com- 
mitted suicide. It is said that he was not 
only sick and deeply involved in debt but 
that he also had an old infatuation with a 
woman which he wished to break.

“BILLY” FAGAN 1S DEAD 


SHERIFF SEIZES SALOON JUST BE- 
FORE HE EXPIRES. 


Old-Time Gambler Passes Away from 
Consumption After a Long Run of 
Hard Luck—Once Owned House of 
David and Operated Largest Crap 
Game in City-—Said te Have Lost 


One Hundred Thousand Dollars ina 


Single Night. 


“ Billy” Fagan, who, with Charles Bar- 
ber, was the proprietor of the ** House of 
David” when it was the best known gam- 
bling-house in the West, died yesterday 
evening at his home, 338 Grand avenue, three 
hours after his saloon at 104 Court place 
had been closed by the Sheriff. At one time 
he was credited with being worth $100,000. 
In the House of David he operated what 
was said to be the largest game of fraps 
in the country. His death. came after he 
had lost all his money and after his last 
place of business had been closed on a judg- 
ment for a paltry $42. 

William J. Fagan was a Canadian, 45 
years old. He had been known in gambling 
circles in Chicago for twenty-five years. He 


was a bartender in a saloon at State and. 


Van Buren streets shortly after the fire. 
He made some money, and afterwards was 
able to purchase the House of David with 
Charles Barber from David Thornton, its 
founder, from whom it took its name. Un- 
der the joint management of these men 
hundreds of gamblers would be gathered 
each night in the House of David, while 
roulette wheels were whirring and faro 
tables were crowded. 


One morning Fagan woke up to find him- } 


self and his partner penniless: When he 
went to bed he thought he was worth more 
money than any gamblerin Chicago. There 
had been a run on the bank, and when the 
loss was counted up the next day Fagan 
was without acent. The turn from wealth 
to poverty undermined the health of the 
gambler as well as ruined his business. The 
House of David passed out of his hands 
during the Hopkins administration and be- 
came a part of the Stentsoniestate, by which 
it is operated now. | 

Fagan disappeared from the knowledge of 
his friends soon after the run which broke 
his bank and lived.in Michigan. He re- 
turned afterwards, but he had contracted 
the consumption which resulted in his death, 
He established a little saloon in Court place, 


where he did a small business.. As the dis-. 


ease gradually grew upon him, he left the 
management of the’saloon to his bartender, 
and in his absence the receipts became 
smaller still. It was unable to keep out of 
debt, and the judgment for $42, which could 
not be met, was issued against it. 

The Sheriff took possession yesterday aft- 
ernoon and the bartender close the place. 


Three hours afterwards “ Billy ’’ Fagan died 


at 338 Grand avenue, where he lived with 
his parents. At the House of David last 
night the men gathered there spoke of what 
they called the generous character of the 
gambler. 

“No one ever asked *‘ Billy’ Fagan for 
money and did not get it, if he needed it,’”’ 
said one. | 


SHOCKED AT DUNTON’S FALL.

Fifteen 
years ago he went to Chicago and took a posi- 
tion with the First National Bank. His con- 
nection suddenly ceased with that bank, 
and it was then rumored that he was short 
in his accounts, It was reported that the 
shortage was made good by relatives. 


President James B. Forgan of the First 
National Bank confirmed the report last 
night that Dunton was employed in the bank 
as a boy almost a score of years ago. He 
said, however, it was before his time and 
he was not familiar enough with the circum- 
stances to discuss it. | 

The funeral of George S. Forbes, the former 
teller of the Union National Bank, who 
committed suicide rather than face the dis- 
honor of being connected with the $20,000 
shortage, will take place from the residence 
of his father, 197 Forty-seventh s t, at 
10 o'clock this morning. The funeral will be 
private.

BREAKS DOWN. 


Leader of Red Cross Society Is 
Forced to Give Up Her 
Work in Galveston. 


Downpour of Rain Floods the 
Roofless Houses and Causes 
“Much Discomfort. 


BUSINESS BEING RESUMED. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 
Galveston, Tex., Sept. 18. — [Special.J— 
Clara Barton, President of the Red Cross so- 
ciety, who came here to distribute relief sup- 
plies, was stricken down at her work today 
while ministering to the victims of the Gal- 
veston storm. She succumbed, like a soldier, 
at her post. Tonight she lies seriously ill 
at the Tremont Hotel. ~ 

Accompanied by three nurses, she will 
leave for her home in Washington tomorrow 
morning. She retires from the field only 
upon the imperative orders of her physicians. 

She was stricken today at a conference 
in her rooms at the Tremont, with her staff 
of nine gathered about her. She had just 
finished an outline of her work, assigning 
each member of her staff to the particular 
part of the work that one was todo. Sud- 
denly she ceased speaking. Turning to Mrs. 
Ellen Spencer Mussey, Vice President of the 


Red Cross, who sat at her side, she whis- 
pered: 
“ Begin talking. I am going to faint. 


Don’t let them see.”’ 

Miss Barton leaned back in her chair and 
Mrs. Mussey arose, and, standing before 
her, began speaking. Without a sign to the 
others Mrs. Mussey finished what she had to 
say and then dismissed the conference. — 

City Deluged with Rain. 
Galveston people arose with heavy hearts 
this morning. Thousands of them were 
driven from their beds. Shortly after sun- 
rise there came a downpour of rain, the first 
since the storm. If there was a house in 
town that had been sufficiently repaired to 
ehed the rain it was a rare exception. Cre- 
mation of the dead an clearing the streets 
have taxed the energies. There has not been 
time to give attention to roofs. Such repairs 
as have been made to buildings have been in 
the form of straightening and strengthening 
them so that they might not fall down. 
Many, while still standing, are leaning like 
the tower of Pisa or are partly off the foun- 
dations. 

From this it will be understood that when 
the rain poured down it entered the houses 
still called habitable and drenched the con- 
tents again. The faces of the people showed 
the influence of the rain. They were over- 
spread with sadness. The hopefulness which 
had been lighting up the features was gone. 
But it was only an hour of depression. Then 
the shower, for that was all it proved to be, 
passed. The sun came out. 


‘Business Is Being Resumed. 

All Galveston went to work with renewed 
energy. Three or four horse cars made their 
appearance and, drawn by mules, were op- 
erated over several streets. At the wharves 
there was activity. The loading of wheat for 
export was commenced. Cremation and 
cleaning went on. The finding and burning 
of over 100 bodies in the day shows that the 
end of this duty is not yet in sight. 

In the southern and southwestern part of 
the city the great windrow of wreckage still 
stands, concealing from sight but not from 
smell what is underneath. Word was sent 
along the inner side of the windrow today 
to occupants of houses near that they must 
move back a block. The impression is that 
this means the authorities have decided they 
will apply the torch to the great heaps when- 
ever a. favorable wind from the north will 
make burning safe for the rest of the city. 
This action has been strongly advocated. 


Much-Needed Tents Arrive. 

The tents have come and with board floors 
and fences separating them now make a 
white city on the beach front where the 
houses were swept away. They will be 
much safer and more healthy than many 
of the shattered buildings which are still 
occupied by the poorer classes. There have 
been till now some people finding shelter 
in the wooden cisterns which the wind blew 
off their foundations and left lying about 
the streets and parks. Others are in houses 
without roofs and windows and still others 
in buildings the walls of which are far from 
perpendicular. |

With-the approach of cold weather we 
m@inst prepare our throats for an increase 
Sf smoke and gird up our patience to en-

the clouds of belching “ stacks.” 

While there are manufacturing establish- 
ments in great number in this.city which 
Blacken the atmosphere constantly, there 
are some few from whose chimneys, al- 
though they use soft coal at least in part, 
no smoke is emitted: An experimept was 
recently tried by a business-house in burn- 
ing finely ground soft coal], the supply being 
fed into the grate by a blast of air, and the 
résult was an entire absence of smoke, 


definitely known. e disaster must go 
upon the records as the most appalling in 
its destruction of human life that has oc- 
curred in this country in the nineteenth 
century. | 

A conservative estimate fixes the property 
losses at $22,500,000. The prospective loss 
cannot be calculated, for undoubtedly many 
persons have been so crippled that they 
can never regain a business footing, and 


where the bread winners have been lost, 
may have a future of impoverishment be- 
fore them, for it can hardly be expected that 
the funds so generously contributed will 
do more than relieve present necessities.

BLECTION METHODS COMPARED. 

Queen Victoria has given her consent to 
the dissolution of Parliament on the 25th 
of this month and the new Parliament will 
assemble on Nov. 1. Pollings will begin 
Oct. 1 and close Oct. 15. The government 
has now a.majority of 128 in the House. 
It is not unlikely that this majority will be

.in the canvass is imperialism, which, just

voters. The government party has the 
great advantage of the virtual close of the 
Boer war and the consequent extension of 
British sovereignty, and in addition to this 
the Liberals will be hampered by the short 
time left for nominations and election. No | 
nominations can be made after the last 
day of September, a contingency which may 
likely result in the election of some Union- 
ist candidates without a contest. 

In this short space of time the British peo- 
ple will elect a new Parliament and the 
government will obtain an expression of 
the views of the people upon {ts policy in 
south Africa and China, for this will be the 
prominent issue. In this respect the ex- 
peditious working of the machinery of Bajt- 
ish politics contrasts significantly with our 
own. ‘In twenty days from the dissolution 
of the present Parliament Great Britain 
and Ireland will have a new one and the 
sentiment of their people will be known. 
The first Presidential nominating conven- 
tion was held in this country on May 10 
and the political agitation began from that 
date, but even dating it from the time of 
the Republican National convention, June 
21, nearly four months wil' have been devot- 
ed to the political contest, with all its at- 
tendant derangement and uncertainty of 
business, before the result can be known 
and the country can adjust f to the new 
order of things. 

The British people are better off than we 
are in this respect. With their rapid elec- | 
tion processes the whole fabric of business 
life is not torn up month after month, nor 
do they have to expect these unsettled con- 
ditionsevery four years. The machinery of 
business with them goes on undisturbed. 
They are not troubled with huge national 


‘conventions, entailing great expense, with 


speeches of acceptance and letters of ac- 
eeptance, and with daily floods of cam- 
paign oratory, extending over four 
months, which may not change a vote. 
As there is not time enough for effective 
personal assaults they are spared the tedious 
routine of mutual crimination and recrimina- 
tion Americans have to endure, nor are 
they taxed heavily for the expenses of head- 
quarters, conventions, public meetings, pa- 
rades, and general political flamboyance. 
In the end twenty days of hustling politics 
are just as effective in crystallizing and 
expressing the public sentiment In Great 
Britain as four months of politics long 
drawn out in this country, with the added 
advantage that the expression is more like- 
ly to be correct since there is less time for 
wily politicians to bargain, buy, and sell, 
combine and develop their ingenuity in the 
invention of partisan tricks. | : 


JUSTICE OF THE MINE CLAFMS. 

There is a fair measure of justice in the 
demands of the anthracite miners. They 
have not shared in the prosperity of the last 
few years, whilathe men in the bituminous 
coal mines have done so. The latter have 
full dinner pails. The former have had 
to pay more for the necessaries of life, while 
they have not had the et of high- 


er wages. 
The anthracite miners ask that they be al- 
lowed to buy powder for eka at $1.50 
a keg instead of having to pay 
ers $2.75 for it. It is true that in the few 
mines where this is allowed the wage scale 
is lower, but the fhiners figure that cheaper 
powder will.add about 10 per cent to their 
earnings. They ask also thatday laborers 
Doubtless 
they would compromise on a 10 per cent ad- 
vance. It must be admitted that $1.37% 
a day is not too much for the man who 
leads the hard, dreary life of a common 
laborer in a coal mine. Nobody else is 
so poorly paid. In the bituminous mines 
$2 is paid for day labor, and the miners 
are earning now from $2.50 to $4 a day. 
Another demand which is made is that 
the extra amount of coal miners are re- 
quired to deliver to offset waste shall not 
exceed 200 pounds to the ton. The miners 
complain that they are sometimes forced to 
mine from 2,700 to 4,000 pounds for a ton, 
and are often docked exorbitant amounts 
for impurities sent out with their coal. It 
is impossible to defend such exactions, due 
either to the orders of the mine owners or 
to the attempts of superintendents and in- 
epectors to curry favor with them. S 
The mine owners have not yielded to these 
demands, just as they are. Some of them 
might have done so, perhaps, had it been 
possible to reach them before the strike 
was ordered. Some of the operators were 
indifferent. Others saw only the fact that 
a strike would enable them to get. higher 
prices for stocks on hand. Others felt 
that if there were a strike it would not last 
long. They are the men who say cold- 
bloodedly now that “ it is only a question of 
time when the strike will collapse ” because 
the miners have nothing to live on and “ the 
moment they are distressed financially they 
will resume.” 
Mine owners who decline to consider the 
demands of operatives because the latter 
can be starved out need expect no sympathy 
anywhere. They ought to understand that 
they are embarking in a perilous undertak- 
ing when they resort to coercion by starva- 
tion. Nobody can foretell the outcome of 
euch a strike’as the one which has just be- 
gun. It may end pacifically, or from a 
mere war of words it may drift into riots 
and bloodshed. It is not safe to play with 
The miners thus far have been patient, 
reasonable, and forbearing. They have

long ago. ‘They have not insisted on the 
recognition of their union, but on the re- 
dress of grievances,“ They have not been 
| instigated by politicians or influenced by 
political motives. The strike is not.“ in 
polities.” How soon it may be there it is 
impossible to tell. Much depends on the 
attitude of the mine owners. Their rapaci- 
ty and lack of feeling have brought on this 
strike. They can end it by dealing justly 
with their employés, who have on their side 
public sympathy and who may be of such 
tough fiber that it will not be so easy to 
starve them into surrendering. 

Manifestly here is an occasion for arbitra- 
tion. It should be invoked at once by both 
sides, and if refused by either it should be 
insisted upon by public opinion. 

YAN’S FINAACIAL MEASURES. 

When Mr. Bryan delivered his notifica- 
tion speech he omitted all discussion of 
the silver question on the plea that he 
intended to devote his letter of acceptance 
to that issue. He now devotes only about 
one-tenth of his letter to the financial theory 
which he declared, four years ago, could 
never be dropped without moral turpitude. 
The question is relegated to a subordinate 
place and is passed over in’ perfunctory 
style, Mr. Bryan is edging farther and 
fatther away from the silver subject. He is 
beginning to realize that it is a millstone 


} around this neck, and he would evidently 


escape from it altogether if he could, But 
it is fastened to him too firmly for that, 
so he says as little as possible about it. 
The little that he does say, however, is a 
sufficient ‘admission that he is irrevocably 
pledged to overturn the monetary founda- 
tions of the government and destroy the 
existing business prosperity of the nation 
if heever gets the power to do it. 

- The only other incursion into the domain 
of national finance which Mr. Bryan makes 


in his letter is to advocate the income 
tax. He says this plank was omitted 
from the Kansas City platform by inadvert- 
ence, though he adds that the subject was 
really covered by the reaffirmation of the 
Chicago platform, along with the other 
populistic isms which the people rejected 
four years ago. Mr, Bryan says he takes 
this occasion to reassert his faith in the 
principle underlying the income tax, but he 
gives no practical reasons to show why 
such a tax would be desirable and suc- 
cessful in its workings. He simply makes 
it a peg on which to hang a demagogical 
remark about drafting the money of the 
rich as well as the blood of the poor. This 
means nothing except that Mr. Bryan 
wishes to create class jealousy with a view 
to its free and unlimited coinage into votes 
for himself. 

Theoretically, the income tax is a sound 
economic measure. Everybody would jus- 
tify such a tax if it could be applied equi- 
tably and collected easily. But there are 
three objections, partly to any income tax 
and partly to the one that was recently 
enacted and declared unconstitutional by 
the Supreme Court. One objection is that 
this tax was inequitably levied. It had an 
extremely large exemption clause, so that 
its burdens might fall almost exclusively 
on a small number of persons, while the 
larger number escaped altogether. A sec- 
ond object’.n is that when it comes to a 
question of practice such a tax is difficult 
to collect. In order to collect it there must 
be a whole army of officeholders—men 
whose duty it becomes to pry into the affairs 
of their fellow-citizens and occasionally to 
give private matters an unpleasant pub- 
licity, 

The third objection to an income tax is 
its injustice when applied on top of ex- 
igting taxes. It would bg an additional 
burden on many kinds of property which 
is already paying a just share of taxes. 
The tax on real estate has always been 
found to be the most practicable and the 
} most nearly just because the income from 
such property is most easily ascertained 
and least easily concealed. Our whole 


is based primarily on real estate. If an 
income tax were levied the realty and 
other taxes would not be removed. Thus 
the new tax would simply be a- second 
levy upon real estate, which would be un- 
just, Under such a method of piled-up 
taxes there would be little left after the last 
collector came around. 

These are three practical points that 
make the income tax an undesirable meas- 
ure in spite of its theoretical value. Mr. 
Bryan passes over these and all other prac- 
tical points. He merely renews his verbal 
allegiance to a scheme which would be dif- 
ficult of enforcement and unjust if en- 
forced. In this as in his silver and other 
issues he shows himself to be a dangerous 
theorist, 4vith no thought or regard for 
the practical working of a measure beyond 
its power to arouse jealousy or to capture 
the imaginations of the unwary. 


JUDGE, TULEY AND THE PRESIDENT. 
The Philippine policy of the President, as 
set forth in his letter of acceptance, is to 
put down the insurrection and then “ es- 
tablish a government suitable to the wants 
and conditions of the inhabitants, and to 
prepare them for self-government, and to 
give them self-government when they are 
ready for it, as rapidly as they are ready 
for it.” 
' Judge Tuley criticises the President's 
letter sharply and submits a Philippine 
policy which he says is that of the Demo- 
cratic party. After premising that the so-

States government to assist them in establishing 
a stable government “* by the consent of their own 
people,’’ and then to grant them their independence 
as we have pledged the nation to do with Cuba. 


While Judge Tuley does not approve of 
the policy of the President there is a sin- 
guler similarity between it and his own. 
Each of these gentlemen makes the sub- 
mission of the Filipinos to American an- 
thority the first article of his program. 
Each of them makes the establishment of 
“a stable government” the second article. 
Judge Tuley wishes the Filipinos to as- 
sist in establishing a stable government. 
So does President McKinley, and he be- 
lieves that assistance will be forthcoming 
when that submission to American ay- 
thority which he and Judge Tuley insist 
on shall have been sécured. 

Finally, when “a stable government” 
has been established with the consent of 
the Filipinos, Judge Tuley would have the 
latter granted their “ independence.” Per- 
haps he thinks they would submit to 
American authority if such a promise were 
made them in advance. There are others

But he d not say the Fili- 
pinos never shal] be independent. He pro- 
poses that they shall be given not.“ local 
self-government” but “ self-government” | 
“as rapidly as they ate ready for it.” 
That is all he can safely say. It is all 
Mr. Bryan could safely. spy were he Presi- 
dent. 

It is for Congress, not for the President, 
to determine finally the status of the in- 
habitants of the Philippines, Should it re- 
fuse to give them the unlimited self-govern- 
ment of independénce, President Bryan 
would have to submit. Shotld it decide 
‘that the Filipinos may safely be allowed 
to work out their own destiny, President 
McKinley wonld have to submit. The re- 
fusal of Congress to appropriate money for 
the support of soldiers in the Philippines 
would compel the President to adopt its 
policy even if he were personally opposed 
to it, as he presumably would not be. On 
the contrary, President McKinley would 
be only too happy to have Congress relieve 
him of responsibility in regard to Philip- 
pine affairs. Whether the President be a 
Republican or a Democrat Congress will 
decide how much.“ self-governinent the 
Filipinos shall have. . 

Judge Tuley ani the President keep com- 
pany until they reach this question of the 
grant of “independence.” There the Presi- 
dent shows caution and the Judge rashness. 
The latter assumes that if “a stable gov- 
ernment” is handed over to Filipino con- 
trol in the immediate future it will remain 
“stable.” The President is not so opti- 
mistic. He has no faith in the sudden 
development of the principles and practices 
of self-government among Asiatics. But 
the President is prepared to give the Fili- 
pinos self-government when they are ready 
for it and as rapidly as they are ready 
for it, the fact of “ readiness” or “ un- 
readiness ” to be determined by Congress. 
No other authority can determineit. What 
more would Judge Tuley have? 


PROTECTION FOR CHRISTIANS IN OHINA 

Whether or not the United States should 
make haste to withdraw its troops from 
Pekin is a question of expediency in re- 
gard to which there is room for difference 
of opinion, Those who know best the 
actual situation, and who at the same time 
are best acquainted with the peculiarities 
of the Chinese character would be most 
likely to see what effect such withdrawal 
from the capital just now would have on 
the mind of the Chinese people. But there 


the part of the civilized powers in their 
joint settlement with China to compel the 
Chinese government to fulfill ite treaty 
obligations in the protection of both the 
missionaries and'their native converts. 
During the last few weeks not less than 
20,000 native Christians are reported to 
have been massacred in the two north 
ern provinces, with all the characteristic 
Chinese accompaniments of pillage, indig- 
nity, and torture. The missionaries have 
either been murdered or else driven from , 
their homes. The dispatch of Consul Gen- 
eral Goodnow at Shanghai confirms the 
report of the murder of ten missionaries of 
the American board, together with their 
children and all their assistants, at Taku 
and Fen-cho-fu. There are said to be about 
a thousand native Christians who fled to 
Pekin with the missionaries for safety. | 
A number of representative missionaries of 
the several denominations in Pekin have 
united in an appeal to the American people 
and the government not to abandon these 
defenseless people to their fate. That some 
of the missionaries refuse to leave their 
native converts and accept safety for them- | 
selves is not to be wondered at. 
- President McKinley, of course, rightly 
represents the American sentiment in not 
desiring any policy of barbaric revenge, 
but he feels that the American people 
are of the opinion that nothing should be 
left undone to bring to its senses, once and 
for always, the Chinese imperial authority 
and making it understand that henceforth 
the principle of religious freedom is a funda- 
mental part of international law, and that no 
country can set at defiance its own treaty 
obligations with impunity. The President 
will not abandon the native converts to the . 
persecuting fury of Chinese officials and the 
Chinese rabble.

GREAT THRONG LISTENS TO 
CHAIRMAN’S NOONDAY TALK. 


Hall of McKinley Commercial League 
Crowded and Many Men Unable to 
Enter It-Much Enthusiasm Evoked 
by the Speech, Which Deals Chiefly 
with Bryan’s Letter of Acceptance— 

mittee Considers Senator a 
ve e-Getter on the Stump. 


Thiee thousand pedplé tried yesterday to 
get ch the store rooms#at 126 Market street 


which are used for the noon day meetings of 
the McKinley Commercial club. The occa- 
sion Was an address to be delivered by Sen- 
ator Hanna, and it seemed as if every man 
whoset business takes him to the wholesale 
district wanted to seé and hear the national 
chairman. They did not all get ih; for there 
was not room, but as many entered as could 
find a place to stand. 

It was an enthusiastic meeting, and the 
Senator received a hearty reception. It has 
been discovered that Senator Hanna makes 
‘a most effective campaign speech and people 


are not only anxious to see him but listen 


carefully to all he has to say. He talks in 
a plain way, but after the manner of a man 
who has something to say and intends to.say 
it, and his speeches are rated by the man- 
agers of the committee having this branch 
of the campaign in hand as belonging to the 
kind known as “ vote getters.’’ 

Grain Inspector Noble made the opening 
speech, and then Senator Hanna was intro- 
duced by Chairman George Green, whe had 
charge of the meeting. The Senator spoke 
of trusts, of his own connection with labor 

nizations—challenging any man to show 
a ¢ase of his ever having lowered wages or 
refused to treat with his men—of the money 
question, and the condition of the Philip- 
pines. He accused Bryan of hypocrisy in 
his attitude toward the latter issue. 
Hanna Begins to Speak. 

Senator Hanna's speech follows: 

“I take for my text Mr. Bryan's views 
on the minor issues of the campaign as set 
forth in his letter of acceptance published 
today. Just before the Democratic conven- 
tion at Kansas City many pilgrimages were 

ade to Lincoln, Neb., by Democratic mis- 
sionaries at the urgent call of Mr. Bryan. 
This was for the purpose of putting Bryan’s 
pet scheme of free silver in the platform. 

** But, if you remember correctly, that is- 
sue was only placed in the platform by a 
majority of one vote of the committee. Now 
Bryan has relegated the silver issue to the 
rear, and brings out imperialism as the chief 
issue. Bryan gained this issue when the 
treaty was made. with Spain in which the 
Philippine islands were purchased. He went 
to Washington and by his own influence 
forced certain Democratic Senators to adopt 
the treaty, in order that the Democratic 
party might fight against it in the coming 
campaign. ‘That proves that Bryan has not 
the courage to stand by his own convictions. 

‘‘ Bryan’s letter speaks of trust’. Yet he 
does not mention the ice trust or the cotton 
bale trust. In the latter Senator Jones is 
heavily interested. Every one knows the 
story of the ice trust. As Bryan declares 
‘that the trust is one of the main issues of 
this campaign, I can say that we are ready 
to meet him on that proposition as well as 
on any other. 


Hanna’s Relations with Labor. 


“ Bryan also makes much ado concerning 
the conflict between capital and organized 
labor. For myself, I have this to say: I 
was the first man in Ohio to recognize or- 
ganized labor. It was In 1871, when I was 
in the coal business in Cleveland, O. John 
Seaney and John James, President and Sec- 
retary of the first bituminous coal miners’ 
organization in the United States, called 
upon me and stated that the miners had 
organized into a union. | 

As I was a leading coal operator, the two 
gentlemen urged me to use my influence in 


organizing the operators. That was my first 


experience with a trust. I organized the 
operators In the district in which I was inter- 
ested, and during my entire experience there 
we never had a strike or trouble of any kind. 

**T want to make this statement here, once 
and for all, in reply to all these charges and 
insinuations with reference to my aspect 
toward labor: If any man in the United 
States of America can bring into my pres- 
ence a@ man who has ever worked for me 
and truthfully state and substantlate that 
I have refuséd to meet at any time and any- 
where any man fn my employ, that I have 
ever intentionally done any man a harm, 
that I have ever insisted on lowering wages 
to any man who works for me, or who can 
truthfully say that I have done evil to him, 
I will resign from the United States Senate 
tomorrow. [Great applause.] \I made the 
proposition in 1897; I have found no takers, 
and itis stillopen. [Laughter and applause. } 


Republican Party Against Trusts. 

** Now, then, about this trust-question, a 
few words mote. I would like to have Mr. 
Bryan or any other Democrat tell me what 
a trust is, I don't believe there is a trust 
in the United States, for every State law 
and national law will destroy any trust that 
comes within its jurisdiction: and the only 
laws, State and national, that have ever been 
put upon statute books were enacted by the 
Republican party. [A Voice—Never en- 
forced.}] Yes, they are enforced. [Voices— 
Put him out.] No, don’t put him out. I 
don’t want to put anybody out.
